He added, 
howler, that he does not contribute a penny to narcotics 
or any stuff like that; In fact he pointed out that he 
is morally opposed to narcotics and anyone dealing in 
narcotics, 

ETO stated that he definitely knows that 
there is nothing of an interstate nature in the operation 
of the Cadillac Numbers Racket, He explained that he 
would make sure that he never violated a Federal law 
whenever he engaged in any gambling activities. He 
emphasized that even if he. is engaged in gambling 
activities at the present time, he is not doing so in 
violation of any Federal statute, ETO said that he 
respects the Federal Government and enjoys his freedom 
to® much to risk a Jail sentence by violating 'Federal law.

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ETO remarked at first tltiat he is employed 
as a cooko Honvever, when asked as to the location of his 
employment, he refused to an^er on the ground that his 
answer might tend to incriminate him. He repeatedly 
mentioned during this interview that he would not say 
anything about his own activities. For this reason, he would 
not furnish any specific details as to the operation of 
Cadillac Numbers, although he stated that the operation 
is definitely local and not interstate, 

ETO added that he has been employed at 
Valentino^ Hestaurant, but he stated that he could not 
recall whether he was so employed in September of 1957. 


At end of this interview, ETO stated that he 
did not wish to stay any longer; even though no further 
information is sought by the Interviewing agents. He 
explained that he has sat in cars with police officers 
before, and officers can obtain information and admissions 
just by observing the facial reactions of the persbn they 
talk to.
